6.  Mr-  Douglas  Troth  Richards,  60  Latoria 
Road,  R.R.  1,  Victoria,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning 
Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trustees.  He  shall 
call  a  general  meeting  of  the  persons  who  are 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting, 
post  in  three  conspicuous  places  within  the  area, 
and  at  the  place  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  a 
notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5  shall  have 
power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who 
desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  in  three  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  area  and  at  the  building 
where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  ic^al  representative  of 
any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the 
wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  quali¬ 
fied  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district-  In  event  of  the  right  of  any  person 
to  vole  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged, 
the  chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine 
whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and 
the  chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make  and 
file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at 
such  general  meeting.

797,  approved  May  10th,  1945,  and  No.  256,  ap¬ 
proved  February  6:h,  1948,  the  Gold  Commis¬ 
sioner  may  issue  a  special  placer-mining  lease  for 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  area  reserved  pursuant 
to  Order  in  Council  No.  2613,  approved  October 
22nd,  1956,  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 
On  March  1st,  1957,  the  Chief  Commissioner  will 
receive  applications  for  a  special  placer-mining 
lease  for  one  year,  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  area  applied  for  shall  be  rectangular 
in  shape,  except  where  the  shore-line  forms 
a  boundary,  and  it  shall  be  defined  by  the 
boundaries  of  lots: 

(h)  Ihe  applicant,  with  his  application,  shall 
submit  an  exploration  programme  providing 
a  detailed  account  and  estimate  of  cost  of 
each  stage  of  the  said  programme:

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 


electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( I )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(/;)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Flouse.

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.

103.  (1)  Ail  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.
